CONSTITUTION  OF  WOfflN^S  DOMITORr  ASSOCI/iTION 
(Revised  April^  1957) 


/iRTICLE  I»  NiW 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the 
Women's  Dormitory  Association  of  Atlantic  Chris- 
tian College*    This  organization  shall  be  a  com- 
ponent part  of  the  Cooperative  Association  of 
the  co1]d  ge» 

ARTICLE  II.  PURPOSE 

The  purpose  of  this  Associaiton  shall  be  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  tlm  women  students,  to 
preserve  student  xmlty  and  honor^  to  develop 
self  control,  responsibility,  and  loyalty,  and 
to  be  responsible  for  the  good  conduct  of  all 
resident  womibn. 

•    '  ARTICLE  III.  MEIIBERSHIP 

All  women  residing  in  the  college  residence 
hall  are  members. 

ARTICLE  IV.  LEGISUiTION 
The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Association  as  a  sholo.    Two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bership shall  constitute  a  quorum^     In  matters
